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O R D E R

On July 31, 2007, Columbia Gas of Kentucky, Inc. (“Columbia”) applied to the 

Commission to adjust its rates pursuant to the provisions of its Gas Cost Adjustment 

Clause.  The proposed rates reflect any previous over- or under-recoveries in gas costs 

for the calendar year ending June 30, 2007 and expected gas costs for the period from 

September 1, 2007 through November 30, 2007.

Since the filing of this application, the Commission has received and approved an 

agreement in Case No. 2007-000081 that establishes new general service rates for 

Columbia.  These rates include the “Gas Cost Demand” and “Adjustment Commodity” 

components that Columbia proposed in the case at bar.  Our acceptance and approval 

of these rates in Case No. 2007-00008 renders Columbia’s application in this 

proceeding moot.

The Commission, on its own motion, HEREBY ORDERS that:

1. Columbia’s application is denied as moot.
